TOO MUCH SPICE. 
We see a great many recipes for cooking 
in agricultural and other papers which we 
do not publish beeause we think more sim­ 
ple food to be far preferable. A correspon­ 
dent of the Albany Culih'olor “expostulates” 
earnestly against tbe circulation of this 
class of recipes. 
We copy his objection to 
the use of pepper: 
' 
“Pepper is, perhaps, the most common, 
aDd the most pernicious, and the most pow­ 
erful of the spices in creating that vitiated 
taste which relishes nothing unless it has a 
strong aromatic and shaip flavor. Now, I 
am not going to quarrel with the taste of 
those who prefer the flavor of pepper to 
that of mealy, sweet potato, ora well cooked 
dish of salsify, or even a luxurious musk 
qyelon ; but I am going to say that I think 
they have no right to recommend poison 
as an article of daily consumption m our 
families. 
. 
p 
“The actual constituent of pepper is pip­ 
ería, a substance which is one of the most 
powerful antiperiodics that we have. It is 
used in the tieatm entof fever and ague, 
(as is the pepper itself often as a domestic 
remedy,) and, together with quinine, forma 
a powerlul remedy. 
Its tendency is to 
break up any regular or periodical opera­ 
tion of the human system, and there are 
only two.substances, perhaps, more power 


CURRENCY— TAX, 
“The heaviest possible war tax,’’ Bays the 
N. Y. Tima, “is the depreciation of the 
currency." This is undoubtedly so, and 
the first duty of Congresses to take imme­ 
diate measures to reduce the currency and 
thereby, equalize, as nearly as possible,, the 
value of paper and gold. The Timei, al­ 
though Republican, enforces its doctrine in 
true Democratic style.

Every person dependent on • 
salaries or fixed wages is just one-half poor­ 
er io-day than he Bhould be, because of the 
reduced value of (lie currency. The dollar 
is only worth fifty cents. 
Every one knows 
this. Tbe people see that what is called 
the price of gold, is to them the most im ­ 
portant of all pecuniary matters, and that 
the tax on the currency far outruns all oth­ 
er taxes. Indeed it is well seen now that 
a direct tax of fifty per cent, on every per­ 
son’s income, (provided it brought tbe cur­ 
rency up to par) would be less exacting and 
wasteful than the present depreciation, be­ 
cause it would be fixed, and would not 
permit such excessive speculation and over­ 
charging by the dealers in commodities.’’

observer, reflected from clouds, or perhaps 
from the air itself, as in the case of twilight. 
Mr. Brooks, one of the directors of the tele­ 
graph line between Pittsburg and Philadel­ 
phia, states that, on one occasion, to satisfy 
himself on this point, he asked for informa­ 
tion from a distant operator during the ap­ 
pearance of flashes of this kind in the dist­ 
ant horizon, and learned that they proceed­ 
ed from a thunder-storm then raging fifty 
miles eastward of his place of observation. 


Cooking without Fire.—M, Bafcinet, of the 
French Institute, has recently laid before 
the Academy the result of his experiments 
in this direction. His recipe is :—“Plaoe 
your food in ablaok pot, covet it with a 
pane of glass, and stand it in the sun. The 
water soon boils, snd the food is said to be 
of better flavor than if cooked in the ordi­ 
nary way.”

The following announcement appeared 
in the Philadelphia Press of Saturday, in 
the shape of a telegram

“Wasuixoton, Feb. 11.—A meeting iato 
be held here to-morrow (Sunday) evening. - 
to devise relief for the eighty thousand 7 
white refugees, who have been driven with­ 
in our lines in the past twelve months. 
The most of them are females and children, 
and who have been driven from their 
homes by the guerilla warfare, consoription, 
Ac., 
Postmaster General Dennison will 
. 
presided’ 
' 
That is the very first announcement of a 
meeting for the relief of such white sulfat­ 
éis from the war which we havfe seen in any ■ 
loyal paper since the war began. We haye 
had column after column filled with most 
earnest and.heart-movingappoals in behalf 
of tbe negroes. They have been fed and 
clothed at the expe.ise' of the Govern­ 
m ent ; contraband camps have been estab­ 
lished for them wherever our armies have 
gone; I teed men’s schools have been fitted 
up, and "Yankee schoolmarms” paid out 
of the public treasury for teaching the 
pickaninnies; the grounds about the Pres­ 
idential mansion have been given up to 
them os'a pleasant and appropriate spot for 
pic nic parties ; and no expense has been 
considered too great, no indulgence too ex-, 
travagant, for these petmar.d proteges of 
the Administration. 
But who before the 
appearunoe of the above announcement, 
eyjr heard of any move beinji. made to hot­ 
ter The most miseranle and destitute condi­ 
tion of the many thousands of even the loy- , 
al white wotnep and children of the South, 
who have been'turned out nuked and home­ 
less during t£e war. 
Why, it was only the 
other day tiiat we read an uccounLof four 
of these wretched creulures being frozen to 
death in a railroad car, in which a large 
number had been crowded for removal 
from Tennessee to the North. It was only 
a news item in a Western paper, aud exci­ 
ted no comment. 
Had they been negroea 
a bowl of distress would have gone up to 
heaven from all Abolitiondom. 
We are 
glad to see that the sufferings of eighty 
thousand houseless, homeless, white wo­ 
men and children have been considered 
worthy a passing notice. 
It shows that 
they may look for some slight sympathy 
alter the negroes are all well provided for. 
It is to be hoped they won’t be so provoking 
as to die of cold and starvation before thafe
